Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 972. 

This  is  the  last  report  which  I shall  write  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
the  post  will  disappear  both  locally  and  nationally  on  the  31st  March,  1974. 

There  was  a slight  fall  in  the  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  year  and  for  the 
first  time  in  several  years  there  was  no  natural  increase  in  population,  the 
number  of  deaths  exceeding  births  by  39.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  again  showed  a significant  increase  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Eight  deaths  were  recorded  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  six  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life, 
giving  an  early  neonatal  mortality  rate  of  18.35.  The  latter  figure,  when 
combined  with  a still  birth  rate  of  6.08,  resulted  in  a perinatal  mortality  rate  of 
24.32  for  the  Urban  District ; the  P.M.R.  for  the  Mid-Sussex  Area  as  a whole 
being  21.28. 

Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births,  the  illegitimacy  rate  fell  to 
2.45  as  compared  with  6.03  for  the  previous  year.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  was  nil. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION— MID-SUSSEX  AREA 

The  computerization  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  records  has  now 
been  completed  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  following  figures 
represent  the  totals  for  children  born  since  the  1st  January,  1965,  i.e.  up  to 
the  age  of  8 years.  I understand  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  that  as 
each  year  passes  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  tjiis  information  by  a further  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Fifteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and,  of 
the  total  notifications  received  seven  were  attributed  to  food  poisoning,  six 
to  infective  jaundice  and  one  to  dysentery.  One  case  of  measles  was  notified. 

Of  the  seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified,  five  were  unconfirmed. 
One  of  the  remaining  cases  formed  part  of  a family  outbreak,  the  details  of 
which  are  related  below. 


Family  Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  due  to  Staphylococcus  aureus 

A family  doctor  reported  suspected  food  poisoning  in  a family  resident 
in  the  Town.  It  would  appear  that  brawn,  purchased  from  a local  shop, 
had  been  consumed  some  two  to  four  hours  before  the  onset  of  vomiting 
and  diarrhoea  in  four  out  of  six  members  of  the  family  group  Faecal  speci- 
mens were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  which,  in  due  course,  reported  the 
presence  of  Coagulase  Positive  Staphylococcus  aureus  in  one  member  of 
the  family  and  subsequent  culture  from  the  remainder  of  the  brawn  also 
produced  a heavy  culture. 

The  shop  was  visited  and  nasal  swabs  from  the  butcher  and  his  assistant 
were  submitted  to  the  laboratory,  together  with  swabs  from  the  fingers, 
overalls  and  several  utensils.  The  nasal  swabs  showed  a heavy  growth  of 
Coagulase  Positive  Staphylococcus  aureus  in  almost  pure  culture  and  the 
remaining  swabs  also  showed  the  presence  of  the  organisms  in  considerable 
numbers.  Suitable  treatment  was  arranged  for  the  butcher  and  his  assistant, 
together  with  a general  tightening  up  of  hygiene  in  the  shop,  and  instructions 
were  given  that  no  cold  meats  were  to  be  prepared  or  served  until  further 
notice. 

Subsequent  tests,  including  the  typing  of  entero-toxin,  showed,  quite 
unexpectedly,  that  neither  the  butcher  nor  his  assistant  were  directly  respon- 
sible for  contamination  of  the  brawn,  and  we  were  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  brawn  must  have  received  its  inoculation  of  staphylococci  whilst  on 
display  in  the  shop. 

This  incident  might  never  have  occurred  had  there  been  a refrigerated 
display  cabinet  in  the  shop  for  the  storage  of  cooked  meats.  The  latter 
equipment  would  not  only  have  protected  the  food  from  the  public,  but,  in 
the  event  of  bacterial  contamination,  would  have  prevented  the  rapid  multi- 
plication of  organisms  to  a level  where  clinical  symptoms  were  inevitable 
following  ingestion  of  the  food. 

At  the  present  time,  installation  of  a refrigerated  cabinet  in  retail  shops  is 
not  a statutory  requirement  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

The  only  public  swimming  pool  in  the  district  was  closed  down  during 
the  year.  There  are  two  Private  Schools,  seven  County  Schools  and  a 
private  housing  estate  with  open-air  swimming  pools.  There  is  also  an 
indoor  swimming  pool  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals,  and  in  a sauna  in  the 
district  there  is  a plunge  bath.  All  were  supervised  throughout  the  bathing 
season. 

A regular  check  was  also  carried  out  on  the  level  of  chlorination  at  the 
two  children's  paddling  pools  in  the  Urban  District. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  and  is  sampled  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  treated  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct 
to  the  house. 

HOUSING 

Mr.  M.  BARTON,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council's  housing  activities  for  the  year. 

Applications  for  Accommodation 

Once  again  the  year  under  review  shows  a tendency  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  applying  to  this  Council  for  rented  accommodation. 
147  applications  have  been  received  this  year  as  against  134  last  year.  The 
main  reasons  for  this  continuing  high  level  of  applications  is  due  to  the 
shortage  of  rented  accommodation  in  the  private  sector,  this  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  purchase  of  many  of  the  houses  which  had  been  divided  into 
flats  and  subsequent  conversion  by  developers  either  into  offices  or  by 
demolition  and  redevelopment  as  flats  for  sale.  The  upward  trend  in  prices 
of  houses  for  sale  has  continued  and  higher  interest  rates  have  made  it 
virtually  impossible  for  the  majority  of  young  people  to  contemplate  house 
purchase. 

The  largest  demand  comes  from  young  couples  and  elderly  persons  with 
the  result  that,  in  future  building,  the  Council  will  have  to  contemplate  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  the  smaller  one  and  two-bedroom  units  of  accom- 
modation. During  the  past  twelve  months  there  has  been  no  new  accom- 
modation handed  over  to  the  authority  for  letting  although  at  the  time  of 
writing  the  first  of  the  62  houses  available  for  letting  and  sale  on  the  Hanbury 
Park  Estate  are  expected.  This  contract  is  running  severely  behind  schedule 
and  it  had  been  hoped  that  we  would  have  been  receiving  the  units  of 
accommodation  as  far  back  as  March. 

The  above  situation  has  therefore  given  rise  to  the  situation  whereby 
the  waiting  list  movement  has  shown  a net  increase  over  the  past  twelve 
months  of  52.

Properties  Under  Control 

The  Council  now  has  some  1,300  properties  of  varying  types  under  its 
control  including  five  schemes  of  sheltered  housing  accommodation  for 
elderly  persons.  Three  are  situated  in  the  Haywards  Heath  area,  one  at 
Lindfield  and  one  at  Cuckfield  and  it  is  shortly  hoped  to  go  out  to  tender  for 
the  erection  of  a further  scheme  in  Compton  Road  at  Lindfield. 
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Apart  from  the  projected  sheltered  housing  scheme  and  one  or  two  small 
pieces  of  land  which  will  be  developed  with  two  or  three  properties,  the 
Council  has  no  scheduled  new  building  on  the  way.  However,  investiga- 
tions are  being  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  three  other  merging 
authorities  with  a view  to  purchasing  land  which  will  enable  the  new  auth- 
ority to  have  a reasonable  amount  of  land  available  for  a few  years. 

One  of  the  problems  in  acquiring  this  land  in  any  appreciable  quantities 
is  the  cost  on  present  day  trends  in  land  values.  Surveys  have  been  carried 
out  of  various  smaller  sites  within  the  urban  district  and  it  is  hoped  that  some 
of  these  may  be  acquired  as  they  will  be  particularly  suitable  for  erecting 
smaller  units  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly  and  persons  who  have  some 
degree  of  physical  disability.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Of  the  22  complaints  of  excessive  noise  received  during  the  year,  three 
were  from  industrial  premises  or  equipment,  three  from  commercial  and  five 
from  domestic  premises.  The  remaining  complaints  included  road  drills 
without  mufflers,  ice-cream  chimes,  barking  dogs  and  geese. 

All  complaints  were  investigated  and  it  was  possible  either  to  abate  the 
nuisances  completely  or  reduce  the  noise  to  an  acceptable  level. 

Specific  complaints  of  road  traffic  noise  were  not  received  during  the 
year  and,  indeed,  we  have  no  powers  at  this  moment  in  time  to  reduce  this 
nuisance.  It  has  been  obvious  for  the  last  few  years  that  traffic  noise,  like 
road  traffic,  atmospheric  pollution,  is  on  the  increase  and  noise  readings 
taken  tend  to  confirm  this  view. 

Sophisticated  equipment  to  record  traffic  noise  is  needed  so  that  readings 
may  be  taken  over  an  1 8 hour  period  and  I have  no  doubt  that  when  these  are 
taken,  particularly  after  the  opening  of  " High  Bridge  " at  Cuckfield,  the 
results  will  show  excessive  traffic  noise  levels  in  parts  of  the  district.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  evidence  of  the  value  of  this  work  is  to  be  seen  when  travelling  around 
the  older  sections  of  the  district  and,  whilst  the  added  amenities  and  the 
pleasure  of  the  owners  or  tenants  is  not  readily  apparent,  one  can  see  the 
brighter,  improved  appearance  of  the  houses  and  consequently  the  area. 

There  were  59  applications  this  year,  two  were  withdrawn,  two  refused 
and  three  not  yet  submitted  to  Committee.  Of  the  52  approved,  45  were 
discretionary  and  seven  standard  grants.  (42  owner-occupied  and  10 
tenanted).

MILK  SAMPLING 

During  the  last  few  years  the  number  of  retailers  selling  farm  bottled 
non-pasteurised  milk  has  steadily  declined  and  in  the  district  this  milk  is  only 
available  from  one  producer. 
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In  1972  four  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all  were 
free  from  tubercle  bacilli  and  Brucella  organisms.  These  milk  samples  were 
also  screened  for  penicillin  content  and  reported  by  the  laboratory  to  be 
satisfactory.  In  addition,  three  samples  from  milk  vending  machines  were 
taken  for  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  found  satisfactory. 

ICE-CREAM 

There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  this 
district.  Fifty  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped  ice-cream. 

ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  ice-cream  were  tested  during  the  year,  1 1 were 
Grade  I ; 1 3 were  Grade  II ; and  3 Grade  IV. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  samples  of  ice-cream  have 
been  taken  since  1949  of  which  1,147  were  Grade  I;  501  were  Grade  II; 
85  Grade  III  and  20  Grade  IV. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1956  and  1968 


Smoke 

Of  the  24  complaints  of  smoke  and  fumes  during  the  year,  18  concerned 
bonfires,  11  of  these  were  from  persons  about  garden  refuse  being  burnt  by 
neighbours  and  7 were  bonfires  on  business  premises;  the  remaining  six 
being  of  fumes  from  factory  boilers  and  smoke  emission  from  factory  chim- 
neys and  one  complaint  of  a defective  boiler  (owner). 

All  complaints  are  investigated  and  are  frequently  from  persons  with 
chest  ailments  or  who  cannot  sleep  because  of  the  smoke  and  sometimes  vile 
stench. 

The  opportunity  is  always  taken  to  advise  people  concerned  on  the 
provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts  and  to  point  out  that  on  domestic  premises  the 
mere  lighting  of  a bonfire  is  not  an  offence  but  that  to  have  a bonfire  which 
is  a nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood  is  a contravention  of 
the  Act. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  MEASUREMENT 

At  the  site  in  Queens  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  an  eight-port  instrument 
continued  the  automatic  sampling  of  the  air  to  determine  the  levels  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  district.  This  forms  part  of  a national  survey 
being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  ever  increasing  and,  since  1962  when 
atmospheric  pollution  records  were  first  started,  has  increased  by  25%. 
The  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide,  however,  has 
declined  and  generally  over  the  whole  year  the  average  monthly  recordings 
compared  with  1962  have  decreased  by: —

Sulphur  Dioxide  50% 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Of  the  three  pig  keepers  in  this  area,  all  use  swill — one  collects  from  the 
public  and  two  use  the  products  of  their  own  institutions  only.  All  were 
inspected  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  boil  such  food.  One  person  is 
licensed  to  operate  plant  and  equipment  for  boiling  waste  food.

RATS  AND  MICE— SEWERS 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  Council's  sewers  was  carried  out  in  Sept- 
ember.
